the prayers of his true and faithfull ſer- 
uants finde entertaiment. But not withſtan- 
ding it not ſeeming apparantly ynto him 
that his penitency was yet arriued to the 
completion and period of the remiſdion of 
his finnes, not abitratting a jott , not tur- 
ning of his minde a VVhitt , from ſerious, 
ard moſt attentiue contemplation , confide- 
ration 


ur - 
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ting in his minde, taking into his thoughts 
againe caſting vp againe the accounts of his 
firſt life, how formerly he had lived, and 
thinking within himſelfe , of his good and 
juſt enlightning rhoughts, which moued him 
ro giue credit, ro the yyholeſome and ſound 
Counſailes and threats of Nathan: for 
from hence came it that hee entombed , en- 
terred ale, encloſed within the horride 
darkenes of the Caue, deploring his greiuous 
tranſgre ſfions with ſuch like affect and fer- 
wency, which God requireth at the hands of 
a funer; hauing been all time take vp with 
ſuch pleaſures which the Vvorld willinzly
